A ”"BUSTED” COLONY. 


The Altrurians at Mark West Give 
Up in Despair. — 
(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

SANTA ROSA, Feb. 19.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The Altrurians who located at 
Mark West, a few miles from here, a 
few months ago, have decided to aban- 
don ttheir colony. The _ struggle to 
maintain the colony on the land se- 
lected proved too much for them and 
they have capitulated to that fate 
which sooner or later seems to triumph 
over such socialistic movements. 

At a recent meeting resolutions were 

adopted stating that, owing to lack of 
resources and disappointment in their 
expectations, the association would dis- : 
band as a colony. The association, 
however, will be maintained for stich 
other work as it finds feasible under its 
articles of incorporation. 
Considerable improvement has been 
made on their Mark West place since 
they took possession. A big hotel has 
been put un. a number of small cot- 
tages have been built and a good deal 
of money and hard labor have been ex- 
pended by the colonists. Just what 
will be done with the hotel is not yet 
known. Many Altrurians left the 
place some time ago. Some went to 
Cloverdale last summer... There were 
some dissensions, and things did not 
run as smoothly as was desired. But 
the character of the soil and the inex- 
perience of members in farming were 
undoubtedly the chief causes in. the 
abandonment of the colony. 
The members have made many 
friends since they came here. They 
have shown themselves to be good cit- 
izens, and that their Bellamy princi- 
ples could not be successfully carried 
out is regretted by everybody inter- 
ested in the movement.

|Lifeless Bodies in the 


Vulcan Mine. 


Only Four Corpses Recovered 
at a Late Hour, 


Twenty Rescuers Overcome by 
Noxious Gases. 
Work of Recovering the Dead Hin- 
dered by Conditions in the Mine, 


John French Owes His Life to 
His Eyes—another Escape. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

NEWCASTLE (Colo.,) Feb. 19.—The 
principal work at the wrecked Vulcan 
mine today has been the pumping of 
air into the drifts .to drive out 
the smoke and gas s0 as to permit res- 
cuing parties to reagh the bodies. of 
the victims. The total number of killed 
is now known to be 48. All others 
whose names appear on the company’s 
books have been accomnted for. Only 
eight of the dead men were married. 
Up to 6 o’clock this evening but four 
bodies had been recovered, including 
that of Ed Welch, the rope-rider, who 
was killed at the mouth of the mine. 

Examinations so far made show that 
the workings to the west of the main 
stope are badly wrecked, and it may 
require days of labor to clear the pas- 
sages so as to reach the dead miners. 
The eastern portion of the mine is not 
damaged much, and it is thought no 
difficulty will be found in exploring it 
when the bad air is driven out. 

Work was temporarily stopped . about 
noon today for the purpose of flooding 
the stopes and chambers of the mine 
with air, and-of driving out, if possi- 
ble, gas and menacing dangers that 
remained after yesterday’s explosion. 
All night shifts of: men, working two 
hours, were kept employed putting up 
an air fan in the place of those de- 
stroyed. Simultaneously crews of five 
to ten men<-were sént into the death- 
trap by way of the main stope en- 
trance and the air passage to work 
their way, if. possible, to where the 
bodies of the dead men lay. } 

This work was accompanied with the 
most imminent peril, Owing to the black 
damp with which the mine was filled. 
Fully twenty men were carried to the 
outer air overcome .by the noxious 


es. 

The work being thus impeded, prog- 

ress was slow, and th sults ur 

ngly small. At ‘today 509 feet 
of the main stope had beeri penetrated, 
and three bodies brought out. The first 
body was that of Abel Dore, a boy. 
The second was that of Joe Dore. 
brother of Abel, and the third was that 
of Frank Simons, a carpenter, brought 
out at 2 o’clock. As the twork goes on 
it becomes apparent that*the mint has 

ot..caught fire. 

John French is the only man alive 
who can tell anything about the con- 
ditions existing in the mine just prior 
to the explosion. He was employed in 
the main air passages yesterday morn- 
ing mending some of the timbering, and 
owes his life to the fact that the gases 
in the passage had become so’ bad at 
11 o'clock that his eyes gave out, and 
he was compelled to quit work and 
seek the outside air. ’ 

Rev. E. N. Mallery of the Glenwood 
Springs Methodist Church, has started 
a fund for the relief of the relatives 
of the dead. . 

CHECKED UP THE LAMPS. 

DENVER, Feb. 19.—A special to the 
Times from Newcastle, Colo., says that 
at 11:30 o’clock today when the work 
of rescue was temporarily stopped for 
the purpose of flooding the slope and 
chambers of the mine with air the 
Vulcan mine had yielded up four of its 
dead. How many more bodies remain 
within is still a matter for conjecture, 
but the most reliable estimate is forty- 
seven. 

The officials of the Vulcan Fuel Com- 
pany have checked up fifty-one lamps 
given out yesterday morning. It will 
probably be found that four opr five 
more were given out, but the number 
of victims in any event is not likely to 
exceed fifty-six. 

John French was today the center of 
a curious throng. He is the mine car- 
penter who came out of the Vulcan 
mine yesterday twenty minutes before 
the explosion. The gases became so 
thick that his eyes gave out and he 
was obliged to quit work. Mine In- 
spector Griffith, who is now on the 
ground, says this is the worst colliery 
disaster that ever occurred in America. 
The officials of the Vulcan Company 
and others in authority are conferring 
as to how to proceed with the work of 
clearing the mine.

STORY OF AN EYE-WITNESS. 
DENVER (Colo.,) Feb. 19.—W. H. Me- 
daris, a young miner who arrived in 
this city today from Newcastle, was an 
eye-witness of the terrible explosion 
yesterday. He was expected yesterday 
morning to go to work in the mine for 
one of the Dore boys, three of whom 
were killed, but at the last moment his 
plans were changed. | 

Medaris says the explosion was 
caused in the same manner as the one 
at the same mine eight years ago. Gas, 
combined with coal dust, forms an ex- 
cellent medium for an explosion, es- 
pecially wnen there is a blow-out shot 
behind it. In this case, he says, the 
shot was probably not well tamped, the 
tamper blowing out, and the flame set, 
off the gas and dust. — 

Great precautions were taken in the 
mine to avoid an explosion. The men 
were all required to carry safety lamps 
and were not allowed to have any to- 
bacco or matches. The Italians, how- 
ever, were careless, Medaris says. The 
explosion shook the town, a mile and a 
half from the mine. People rushed 
from their houses and say that the 


of smoke and dust. 

Only one body had been recovered 
when Medaris left Newcastle last night. 
It was that of Joe Dore, and was found 
about two hundred feet from the mouth 
of the mine. He was coming out when 
the explosion occurred, and in two min- 
utes more would have been safe. Me- 
daris says the scenes at the mine and 
in Newcastle were of a most heart- 
rending nature. 


JUMPING AT THE CHANCE. 


A COWARDLY CONCESSION MEETS 
WITH BRITISH APPROVAL. 


Salisbury is Warned to Look Out for 
His Neck if He Fails to Take 
Advantage of America’s ’’Con- 
ciliation.”’ 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


LONDON, Feb. 19.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The Westminster Gazette this af- 
ternoon urges the Marquis of Salisbury 
to reply quickly to the American pro- 
posal in regard to the appointment of a 
joint British and American conciliation 
committee, saying: “There can be no 
doubt as to what the reply would be 
to a Minister who would set his neck 
against arbitration. We are free to ac- 
cept the conciliation which America 
proposes and the only possible hitch is 
the possible objection of Venezuela to 
the matter being taken out of her 
‘hands, and Great Britain and the 
United States treating it as a question 
between themselves. For us there is a 
positive advantage in being vis-a-vis, 
with the United States and not 
with Venezuela. America is claim- 
ing the dispute as her own; she must 
also assume the reasonable and conse- 
quental liability of going bail for Ven- 
ezuela. We at least have nothing to 
complain of.” 

A DOUBTFUL REPORT. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—A special to 
the Werid from Caracas, Venezuela, 
says that a private cable dispatch from 
London reports, on what is said to be 
good authority though not official, that 
England has decided to accept the 
boundary between British Guiana and 
Venezuela which may be fixed by the 
United States commission. 

The students in the engineering de- 
partment of the University of Caracas 
have organized two batteries of artil- 
lery to be commanded by Capt. Daus- 
son, a retired French officer. The gov- 
ernment has ordered eight 12-pound 
Hotchkiss mountain guns.

SOME EDITORIALS. 

LONDON, Feb. 19.—A Washington 
dispatch to the Times with reference to 
an editorial in that paper yesterday, 
which was cabled to the United States, 
says: “It is agreed here that the gov- 
ernments would be only bound by a 
majority of the original members of 
the joint Venezuelan Commission. The 
Times editorial referred to expressed 
the conviction that a proviso to this 
effect would have to go with the plan 


— the appointment of a joint commis- 
sion.” 


With reference to the growing agi- 
tation in America in favor of a Board 
of International Arbitration the Wash- 


ington dispatch to the Times says: 
“The movement here will lend strength 
to the movement in England and Lord 
Salisbury will find himself face to face 
with an organized effort, well led and 
formidably supported, with unusual 
means of securing such attention and 
Support as will enable President Cleve- 
land to renew and press his proposal. 
All this might die peaceably away if 
Lord Salisbury consented to the com- 
plete arbitration of the Venezuelan 
dispute.”’ 

In an editorial the Times co 
that the method of procedure or oe 
gested does not favor a rapid disposal 
of the disputed question, but would 
rather deal with a detailed investiga- 
tion of different districts which would 
be a work of time. “What is wanted 
now is an exact understanding as a 
_ basis for the condition on which an ar- 
bitration ought to proceed. On the 
other hand it is not necessary to wait 
until we can formally ratify an agree- 
ment on the whole question. It is 
highly probable that if the proposal 
for a joint commission were officially 
submitted England would accept forth- 
with, with little or no modification. 
This would save time and would draw 
the two governments closer.” 

DATA ON THE BOUNDARY. 

LONDON, Feb. 19.—A letter to the 
Times from Georgetown, British Gui- 
ana, says it is understood that, as an 
outcome of the official visit to the fron- 
tier in the Uruan district, beginning 
in February. an important dispatch will] 
be sent to Colonial Secretary Chamber- 
lain. The; British residents, it is fur- 
ther said, are codperating with Consul 
Patterson in collecting data for his goy- 
ernment on the boundary question.

FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 


~REGULAR SESSION. 
MY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRBE.) 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—SENATE: 
Senator Carter of Montana offered a 
resolution to recommit the Tariff Bill 
to the Finance Committee for further 
consideration. This move by one of the 
four Republican Senators who voted 
against taking up the Tariff Bfll, caused 
much interesting comment. Senator 
Carter did not press the resolution, but 
said he would like to take it up next 
Monday, when he would address the 
Senate. The announcement was ac- 
cepted as foreshadowing a statement of 
the attitude and purposes of the silver 
Senators who vated against consider- 
ing the Tariff Bill. ' 

It was definitely arranged that the 
Cuban question would be taken up at 
2 o’clock tomorrow, all appropriation 
bills thus far reported to the Senate 
being cleared from the calendar. The 
Diplomatic and onsular Appropria- 
tion Bill was pass€d0 during the day. 

The close of the day was marked by 
an amusing controversy between Sen- 
ator Allen of Nebraska and Senator 
Call of Florida, which kept the Sen- 
ators and spectators in roars of laugh- 
ter for half an hour. 

About sixty private pension bills 
were passed during the day. The bill 
pensioning the widow of the late Sec- 
retary Gresham. as brigadier-general, 
at $200 monthly, with an amendment 
making the amount $100 monthly, went 
over without action to permit Senator 
Voorhees to speak against this amend- 
ment. 

Soon after the Senate session opened, 
Senator Hill of New York spoke con- 


cerning the hundreds of petitions he. 


has received from all parts of the coyn- 
try as to the prohibition of the sale of 
beer at Ellis Island, where immigrants 
arrive. The Senator said he could not 
see why the sale of beer to immigrants 
was a serious matter. 

“T am inclined to believe,” said Sen- 
ator Hill, “that a glass of beer would 
be very welcome to these immigrants 
when landing in this country. This 
vast petitioning effort by well-meaning 
but misguided people is evidence of 
the ‘extreme puritanism, the extreme 
Rooseveltism’ in progress in New York. 
It is part of the crusade now going on.” 

Senator Lodge presented a _ resolu- 
tion directing the Finance Committee 
to investigate and report on the cir- 
cumstances attending the sale of 
United States bonds during 1894-5-6 and 
the disposition ofythe proceeds of such 
sales....Phe resolutfon went over. It is 
substantially the same as the resolu- 
tion which lost its parliamentary status 
yesterday by Senator Hill's speech 
carrying the debate up to 2 o'clock. ex- 
cept that it directs the Finance Com- 
mittee instead of a special committee 
to make the investigations. 

At 5:05 o’clock the Senate adjourned. 

HOUSE—The House today devoted 
itself strictly to business. The Army 
Appropriation Bill carrying $23,273,902 
was passed, the conference report on 
the Urgent Deficiency Bill was adopted 
and the bill to extend for five years the 
time in which the government can 
bring suits to annul patents to public 
lands under railroad and wagon road 
grants was passed. An amendment 
was adopted limiting the application of 
the act to “railroad and wagon road 
grants.” 

The following provision was also ad- 
ded to the bill: ‘“‘That no suit shall be 
brought, nor shall recovery be had for 
lands that were patented in lieu of 
other lands covered by grant which 
were lost or by the 
grantee ir consequence of the failure 
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of the government to withdraw the 
same from sale or entry.” 

The substitute for the bill offered by 
Mr. McRae of Arkansas to repeal out- 
right the limiting of the act of 1891, 
was defeated, 72 to 149. 

Mr. Pickler of South Dakota offered 
an amendment to the army Appropria- 
tion Bill providing that no officer of 
the army should be detailed to duty 
as an Indian agent. It was ruled out 
on a point of order, as was an amend- 
ment offered by Mr, Bowers’ of Cali- 
fornia against the guarding or policing 
of forest reserves or national parks 
with troops. 

Soldiers, Mr. Bowers said, prevented 
visitors to Yellowstone Park from 
hunting or fishing without permits, yet 
on @ recent visit to the park he ascer- 
tained that the soldiers themselves had 
slaughtered hundreds of deer. 

Most of the new provisions in the bill, 
including those for the appointment of 
paymasters from the line of the army 
and for commutation of quarters to offi- 
cers doing duty at stations where the 
quarters are inadequate were stricken 
out on points of order. 

At 4:55 o’clock the House adjourned.

THE HAWAIIAN CABLE. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The propo- 
sition for a telegraphic cable between 
this country and Hawaii was again un- 
der consideration by the Sehate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations today,’ but 
final consideration was postponed in 
order to permit further communication 
with the companies which have made 
proposals for the construction of the 
cable line. 

The committee has received a com- 
munication from President Scrymser 
of the Pacific Cable Company, bind« 
ing his company to builc the proposed 
cable to Hawaii within eighteen 
months after the passage of a bill 
granting a subsidy of $180,000 a year 
for twenty years, and agreeing to ex- 
tend to Japan and China within 
eighteen months more time. He also 
proposes other important modifications 
of the bill which has been introduced 
in behalf of this organization. One of 
these is an undertaking to carry mes- 
sages for the United States govern- 
ment for all time, and not to charge 
on private telegrams to exceed 35 cents 
a word to Hawaii and $1.25 per word 
to China and Japan. 

The committee also took up the Pet- 
tigrew bill providing for the extermina- 
tion of the Bering Sea seals in case 
England refuses to submit to further 
arbitration, but was unebie to report 
on account of the opposition of Sena- 
tor Morgan, whocontends that the pro- 
visions made by the Paris t-idvunal 
are sufficient to protect the seals if 
properly administered.

S. Woodhams,; representative of 
the First Congregational Church, of 
which Dr. Brown is pastor, was ap- 
pointed judge-advocate this afternoon, 
when the council had been convened. 
The Committee on Charges reported 
that four charges hed been preferred 
against Dr. Brown by Sarah B. Cooper, 
assistant pastor of the church, and by 
her. daughter, Hattie Cooper. .The 
charges, of which proof was promised 
by those making the charges, are as 
follows: 
’ First—That the letters written as al- 
leged by Miss Overman in which Dr. 
Brown was compromised are genuine. 
Second—That Dr. Brown in his asso- 
ciation with Mrs. Albertine Stockton 
was unministerial in his conduct. 
Third—That Dr. Brown had been 
iltv of intimidatiun toward Mrs. 
& Blanchard, a non-church member 
who voted against Dr. Brown at a re- 
cent Congregational meeting when res- 
olutions of confidence ia the pastor 
were introduced. 
Fourth—That Dr. Brown was con- 
cerned in conspiracy with Miss Over- 
man to spirit Mrs. Tunnell away so 
that she could not testify against him 
before the council. 
Secondary charges were also intro- 
duced charging Dr. Brown with adul- 
tery with Miss Overman, conduct pre- 
judicial to the church in paying $500 
to Mrs. Davidson to avoid exposure of 
his alleged liaison with Miss Overman, 
conduct unbecoming to a minister in 
recommending Mrs. Davidson as an ex- 
emplary Christian woman after the 
daté on which he paid her the sum of 


Both reports were accepted and en- 
’ tered as records of the council. Letters 
from Mrs, Cooper and her daughter 
were also read to the council. These 
communications merely reiterated the 
charges which had been formally pre- 
ferred against Brown. — 

‘Dr.’ Brown asked that references to 
Miss Overman in the letters. be 
stricken from the records as being un- 
just and damaging to that young wo- 
man ‘by their utterance. 
Judge-Advocate Woodhams was then 
asked to present the evidence in sup- 
port of the several charges. No one 
present had any evidence to offer and 
Woodhams said he could not go out to 
find witnesses if none would voluntarily 
appear. He thought those preferring 
charges or having evidence against Dr. 
~rown should present it. After a long 
discussion.in which Rev. Dr. Williams 
of the council said that if there was no 
evidence against Dr. Brown the council 
ould have to acquit him, it was de- 
cided to adjourn until this evening to 
procure testimony for the prosecution. 
It was decided that all witnesses 
should be sworn before being allowed 
to testify. 

. The communication from Miss Har- 
riet Cooper was as follows: 

_“T charge that Miss Overman (one of 
the principals in the so-called Brown 
scandal) was in conspiracy with Mrs. 
Tunnell, the recipient of the famous 
Overman letters, and that they roomed 
together at the Cosmopolitan hotel, 
corner of Fifth and Mission streets, in 
the city of San Francisco, one week 
prior to the arrest of Mrs. Davidson, 
now awaiting trial. From good author- 
ity I learned Mrs. Tunnell was con- 
cealed in Dr. Brown’s residence, No. 
1703 Geary street, San Francisco, and 
that she (Mrs. Tunnell) was spirited 
away from the city secretly by Dr. 
Brown.” 
Dr. Brown wanted that part of the 
charge referring to Miss Overman 
stricken out, as that Jady was not on 
trial. The council decided that it had 
no power to change the wording cf the 
charge. 

Fouowing are the detailed charges 
against Dr. Brown as arranged by the 
committee: 

Charge 1—Conduct prejudicial to 
the welfare of the church. 3 
Specification 1—In this, that, know- 
ing Mrs. Davidson to be connected 
with a conspiracy to extort a large 
sum of money from himself, he 
publicly recognized and treated her as 
aeChristian woman and spoke of her 
to others in terms of approval, thereby 
misleading them as to her true charac- 
ter and bringing reproach upon the 
Christian ministry and scandal upon 
the church. 

Specification 2—In this, that, know- 
ing in his personal experience that 
Mrs. Stockton was guilty of per- 
mitting immodest and improper liberty 
by the opposite sex, he made no effort 
as her pastor to recall her to the right 
path and warn her of the impropriety 
and danger of her conduct. 
Specification 3—In this, that pos- 
sessed as he was of a knowledge 
of the facts recited in specification 
2, he, the said C. O. Brown, contin- 
ued his alleged intimacy with Mrs. 
Stockton, taking her on extended trips 
over the street railroads and dining 
with her at public restaurants, with- 
out the company or knowledge of his 
wife. 

Specification 4—In this, that, know- 
ing of the alleged facts mentioned 
in the last two specifications, he took 
no steps to bring them to the attention 
of the church of which he was pastor 
and the said Mrs. Stockton a member, 
but by his silence and conduct toward 
the said Mrs. Stockton, gave ground 
for the belief on the part of her fellow- 
members of the church that she was 
living an exemplary Christian life and 
was. worthy of their Christian confi- 
dence and sympathy. |

In the letters 
written to Mrs. Tunnell, the authentic- 
ity of which it is expected will injure 
Dr. Brown’s reputation beyond repair, 
Mrs. Cooper says that statements were 
made of facts that were known only 
to herself and Miss Overman. Mrs. 
Cooper concluded the reading of her 
arraignment of Dr. Brown in a dra- 
matic manner. 

“Oh, why does he not confess?’’ she 
said. 

As she uttered the words Dr. Brown’s 
face flushed and he smiled ironically. 
None of the council smiled in return, 
Mrs. Cooper was questioned at length 
by members of the council and Dr.

FIRE AT A MASKED BALL. 


DOZENS OF DANCERS PERISH IN 
THE RELENTLESS FLAME. 


San Taren, Portugal, the Scene of 
the Awful Holocaust—Forty Dead 
Bodies Thus Far Found—Many 
Living Injared. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

LISBON, Feb. 19.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) At a masked ball given by the 
Artists’ Club of San Taren last night 
fire broke out shortly before midnight 
and spread with great rapidity. A 
terrible panic followed the first alarm, 
and all present rushed for the exits 
which were soon jammed with terri- 
fied people. Despairing of escaping by 
any other means, men, women and chil- 
dren jumped from the windows, se- 
riously injuring themselves. 

Friends of the revelers rushed into 
the burning building later, toaidin the 
work of rescue, and many of them 
were caught by the flames before they 
could make their way out again. Thus 
pend forty-four bodies have been recov- 
ered. 

All of the bodies of victims thus far 
recovered, except one, are those of wo- 
men and girls. : 


Remarkable Photographs. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—‘X” rays 
formed the leading subject of discus- 
sion at the annual dinner given by the 
Brooklyn Medical Society. Prof. W. H. 
Peckham exhibited pictures showing 
the perfect manner in which a broken 
arm had healed. Prof. Peckham was 
asked by Dr. George Hopkins, chief 
surgeon at St. John’s, to make the ex- 
periment, and showed himself to be one 


| of the most successful manipulators of 


the rays. His picture was taken 
the bony structure of the arm per- 
fectly. 

An interesting feature of the work 
done by Prof. Peckham is that he has 
used an unusually simple apparatus in 
obtaining his results. The bones of a 
mouse were revealed in perfect detail, 
the photograph having been taken 
through the hair, skin and flesh of the 
latter. Notwithstanding this fact, the 
most delicate points of the mouse’s 
anatomy were distinctly shown. The 
delicate results obtained in the photo- 
graph of the mouse are the best yet 
produced, so far as known.

SIMPLY ASKED 
FOR PAY DUE HIM. 


be Slayer of T. B. Stimson Claims 
to Be Innocent—Dark Hints About 
Stimson’s Son. 


Henry Coyne, the young man who is 


Coyne takes his incarceration very

“T am no common hobo,” said he toa 


locked up here in this stinking, lousy’ 
place naturally makes me feel sick. I 
had a tumorous growth cut owl of my 
neck only a few days ago, the wound is 
quite painful yet, and you may believe 
that lying here in this filthy den is 
anything but pleasant under the cir- 
cumstances.”’ 

The prisoner does not appear to be 
nearly so much worried by the charge 
against him as by the discomfort of his 
surroundings. 

“There is not a particle of evidence to 
prove that I ever assaulted Mr. Stim- 
son by exploding a bomb under his 
window, or in any other manner. I can 
prove by no less than three witnesses 
that I was playing cards at Insley’s de- 
tective agency at the very moment the 
explosion occurred, so how could I have 
committed the assau!t?’’ ; 

Coyne emphatically denied that he 
demanded any money of Stimson be- 
fore he laid the facts of the alleged 
conspirary before Chief of Police Glass. 
He said it was not until he had _ fur- 
nished information to Mr. Stimson and 
the police that might lead to the arrest 
of the conspirators that he asked for 
any pay, and then he did not ‘‘demand”’ 
money, he simply ‘‘asked’’ for pay for 
his services as he had a right to do. 

“It is intimated, Mr. Coyne, that you 


-will endeavor to show that Mr. Stim- 


son’s son, whom you. accompanied to 
Mexico, is at the bottom of the con- 
spiracy. Is that true?” 

“JT prefer not to say much about that 
at this time. I will.wait till Mr. Stim- 
son shows his hand. If he proposes to 
persecute me and maké me out a felon, 
I will have to defend mvself. 

Coyne hinted that his defense will be 
that yvoung Stimson hatched a con- 
spiracy to do his father harm, and that 
he (Covne) detected the men who ‘were 
to carry out the plot, and got himself 
into trouble through putting the mil- 
lianaire on his guard and asking pay 
for his services. ° 

The police work on the theory that 
Covne himself originated the nlot_ to 
scare Mr. Stimson into emploving him 
and possthly others to guard his resi- 
dence. when bv a little practice with 
firearms cccasionallv at dead of night 
they could make the millionaire be- 
lieve that they were defending him 
against dangerous foes. and bleed him 
for large sums in recognition of their 
veliant, services. 

The officers think Coyne had em- 
ploved one or two persons to help him 
in his scheme, one of whom exploded 
the bomb, and thev have been hunting 
for these persons for several davs. De- 
tective Auble says the first thing Covne 
asked after the warrant was read to 
him was, “Have you arrested any’ of 
the others?” he being apparently ap- 
prehensive lest one of his accomplices 
was in custody and had turned State’s 
evidence. 

The detectives themselves do net 
count much on convicting Coyne of the 
charge of assault to murder, and it is 
probable that a complaint charging 
him with attempting to extort money 
by intimidation will be substituted. 

“Mr. Stimson has nothing to say to 
reporters further than to remark that 
Covne is an unmitigated liar and 
would-be blackmailer. and that he will 
reserve his version of Coyne’s negotia- 
tions with him till he is put on the wit- 
ness stand.

A large amount of routine business 
was transacted yesterday by the Board 
of Fire Commissioners. The City At- 
torney gave an explanation as to why 
no ordinance providing for the removal 
of the Fort Hill Cemetery has ever 
been made by him. 
after a long day of suspense, the 
jury in the Nichols case disagreed, and 
‘was discharged at 5:30. Judge Shaw 
gave Mrs. Bayer her divorce and the 
custody of her child. An interesting 
suit over the trusteeship of property 
was on hand in Department Five.

FORT HILL CEMETERY. 


A Landmark Councilman Snyder 
Would Like to Erase. 

Councilman Snyder of the Second 
Ward finds himself in a peculiar pre- 
dicament by reason of a certain ceme- 
tery, of uncertain age, that is a land- 
mark in the portion of the city repre- 
sented by the genial member from the 
Second Ward. 

In the early days, when Los Angeles 
was but.a pueblo, and had not the mod- 
ern improvements that now entitle her 


to distinction as a full-fledged metropo- | 


“Vis, the handful of Americans that 
lived in the place established a burial 
ground on a sightly elevation within 
a few blocks of what is at this time 
the geographical center of the city. 
On Fort Hill, between Castelar street 
and Bellevue avenue, land was pur- 
chased, inclosed with a tasteful fence 
and, as the years passed, became the 
habitation of the dead, the’ fathers, 
mothers and friends of inany of the 
men who are now prominently identified 
with the life of Los Angeles. 

The old cemetery is deserted now. 
The graves are neglected, the flowers 
droop and wither upon the ground, and 
the moldy headboards tell the mel- 
ancholy story of death. For years a 
watchman was employed by ihose who 
had interest in the graveyard, and the 
place was kept in order, its sanctity 
preserved and traditions cherished. 

But it has received no care of late, 
Save the occasional attention of a be- 
reaved man or woman, who might cec- 
orate the grave of a friend or relative 
from no other impulse than love and 
affection for the departed. But the 
cemetery has suffered from worse than 
neglect. Its sequestered situation has 
made it the haunt and rendezvous of 
vile persons, who have not scrupled 
to profane the place with orgies too 
filthy to allow of description. Men and 
women, and the young of both sexes, 
.frequent the cemetery, where there is 
no one to molest them, and have suc- 
ceeded in transforming what was once 
a sacred and hallowed spot to a retreat 
that is little better than a place of as- 
signation. 

This state of_affairs was taken cog- 
nizance of recently by Councilman 
Snyder, in whose ward the cemetery is 
located, and he at once cast about to 
find a remedy for the trouble. After 
some searching of law books, an enact- 
ment of the Legislature made in 1893 
was discovered, which seemed to prom- 
ise relief from the nuisance. The en- 
actment referred to reads as follows:, 

“The City Council of any city in the 
State having a population of more 
than 1500 and not exceeding 100,000, 
may, by ordinance duly passed and un- 
der such lawful rules and regulations 
which it may adopt, provide fer the 
exhuming, taking up and removal from 
cemeteries within the boundary lines 
of such city, or from cemeteries owned 
and controlled by such city that may 
Nave been located within its bound- 
aries (and in which such cemeteries no 
interments of human remains have 
been made for a period of not less than 
two years) of all the human remains 
interred in such cemeteries.”’ 

It will be seen that by this statute 
power is vested in the City Council to 
remove bodies interred in a cemetery, 
when two years has elapsed from the 
date of the last interment. Council- 
man Snyder at once introduced a mo- 
tion in the Council instructing the 
City Attorney to present an ordinance 
providing for the removal of the bod- 
les in the Fort Hill Cemetery. The mo- 
tion was adopted and the instructions 
forwarded to the City Attorney. This 
took place in Decemper, of last year,

Councilman Snyder, having paid into 
the fire-department fund the sum of 
$50 received from the sale of two de- 
partment horses, Chief Moore reported 
to the commissioners the receipt of the 
money. 

Chief Moore was instructed by the 
board to sign the contract with the Los 
Angeles Electric Lighting Company for 
the supplying of light to Engine-house 
No. 3, 

In accordance with instructions given 
him by the commission, the Chief re- 
ported that the cost of erecting a hose 
tower at Engine Company No. 1, in 
East Los Angeles, would be about $370. 
He was directed to draw a requisition 
for this amount. 

In the matter of securing gas or elec- 
tric light for the houses of chemical 
companies No. 4 and 5, and Engine 
Company No. 1, the report was made by 
the Chief that the lighting company 
had informed him that the lighting 
service would be extended to these en- 
gine-houses so soon as the consumption 
of light would warrant the move. The 
Chief was instructed by the commis- 
sion to make every possible effort to 
secure the desired improvement in the 
lighting facilities of these engine- 
houses. 


Permission was granted the Union 


but no renort to the Council in the 
matter has ever been made by the City 
Attorney. 

When questioned vesterday by a 
Times reporter at to the cause of the 
delay, the attorney said: “I have not 
reported such an ordinance to the 
Council for the reason that it would 
be impracticable to attempt the re- 
moval of bodies from this cemetery. I 
know the place is a nuisance and gen- 
erally complained of, but to disturb the 
dust that rests up on the hill would 
raise the biggest rumpus this city ever 
saw. Why, ex-Mayor Workman’s 
mother is buried there, and scores of 
other prominent citizens’ relatives. 
They would stand on end and howl if 
their graves were touched. Besides, 
they have titles to the grave lots and 
how could removals be made undersuch 
circumstances? We have no place to 
put the bodies, when we exhume them, 
nor 1ave we money to pay for the work. 
The statute makes no provision for any 
of these things, and taking all this 
into consideration, I did not consider it 
advisable to draft an ordinance com- 
pelling the removal of the cemetery, 
and so told the Councilmen—privately.” 

Councilman Snyder still insists that 
the cemetery should be moved, declar- 
ing it to be a menace to the health of 
the High School pupils through its 
proximity to the building, as well as 
a disgrace to the community by rea- 
son of the vile practices which the 
cemetery is made the scene of. The 

- Councilman is inclined to smile at the 
idea of the graves being desecrated by 
the exhuming of tne bodies, and says 
that the orgies now carried on in the 
burial ground are much more of a des- 
ecration than any removalof the graves 
could be. Snyder is inclined to push 
the affair, and mk&y, at the next meet- 
ing of the Council, insist upon a report 
from the City Attorney in the matter.

LAUNDRY WAGONS EXEMPT. 


Cannot Be Attached to Satisfy a 
Debt. 


Judge Pierce, sitting in Department 
Two yesterday in the absence of Judge 
Clark, decided that a horse and vehicle 
used by a person hired by a laundry- 
man to collect and distribute clothes 
is exempt from execution and cannot 
be taken on an attachment in a suit 
against the owner for a debt.

NEWTON BROWN GUILTY. 


Sent to the Jail Over Which He Once 
Ruled. 

Newton Brown was found guilty yes- 
tergay. : 

The whole day was taken up by the 
trial of the ex-jailer of the San Ber- 
nardino county jail, who allowed a 
Federai prisoner to escape. Martin 
Kelly, the prisoner in question, did not 
escape in the sense of departing never 
to return, but he passed beyond the 
limits of ‘the jail without due process 
of law and without any circumstances 
which rendered it strictly necessary, 


and so he escaped as completely in| 


the eyes of the law as if he. had be- 
taken himself to the uttermost ends of 
the earth, instead of merely going to 
political meetings, taking buggy-rides, 
attending the theater and the like. 
The evidence produced was almost 
identical with that given at the for- 
mer trial. But the jury found it much 
easier to make up its mind than did 
the former .one, which disagreed. 
When Judge Wellborn called for the 
verdict the foreman rose and answered, 
“Guilty.”” The jury unarimously re 
commended extreme mercy. Col. Paris, 
the defendant’s attorney, contended 
that the offense was merely technical

And so, at length, Judge Wellborn 
sentenced Brown to two months im- 
prisonment in the San Bernardino 
county jail. Newton Brown’s brother, 
who has been associated with Col. 
Paris in the prisoner’s defense, asked 
Mr. Denis to. dismiss the other case 
against the ex-iailer. Mr. Denis re- 
plied that in all probability the case 


would never be pressed, but refused 
to dismiss it without ‘further thought.

Clune, Stanwood and Ross will at last 
see the inside of prison. walls. The long- 
awaited manadate .of the. Supreme 
Court has at last come. The clerk of 
the District Court filled out.the writ 
last evening, and now the machinery 
of the law will quickly hoist the three 
men into the gloomy dungeons which 
have been gaping for them these many 
months. 

Clune, Stanwood, Ross and Johnson 
are four of the A.R.U. men who dis- 
turbed railway traffic during the great 
strikes of 1894.

HAUNTED BY REMORSE. 


‘AN ALLEGED MURDERER GIVES 


HIMSELF UP. 


Williagy Walters Says Shot a 
Mab in Alabama Six Years Ago 
for, Which He Surrenders Him- 
self to Sheriff Burr. a 


William Walters walked 
_riff’s office yesterday afternoon and 
s2id he desired to give himself up for 
shooting man in Tuscaloosa county, 
Alabe ma, jn April, 1890. 
Walters is a typical Scutherner of 
the lower class. He has a low forehead 


heavy, drooping bli2x mustache. 


He speaks the Southern diaiect and 
does mot impress one as being of a 
high grade of intelligence. His de- 
meamor is that of a man who is either 
bluntly honest, or mentally unbalanced. 

Sheriff Burr was at firat inclined to 
believe that the man was crazy, In 
order to set doubt at rest, he tele- 
graphed to the Sheriff of Tuscaloosa 
county, Alabama, inquiring whether 
such @ man was wanted there for mur- 
der. He received the reply: 

“Hold Walters. Wilk send officer 
with requisition papers at once, : 

“KE. MOORE, Sheriff.” 

This satisfied Sheriff Burr, and he 
had Walters locked up in the County 
Jail, where a Times reporter saw the 
last evening, and learmed his 
story. 

Walters said he was working at the 
coal mines near Tuscaloosa in 1890. One 
day.in April he and a friend named 
Martin, Davis were riding along a 
country road. They~ met several other 
mounted men who were supplied with 
whisky. Both parties dismounted and 
Walters bought some whisky of Paux 
Maddox, one of the other party, pay- 
ing him for the liquor, They had sev- 
eral drinks together, after whiich Mad- 
dox again asked for pay. Walters said 
he had already paid, whereupon Mad- 
dox struck him on the forehead with 
a whisky bottle. Walters retaliated by 
drawing his revolver and putting a 
bullet through Maddox’s body. Mad- 
dox fell in the road and Walters 
walked away from the place, leaving 
his horse, which was a borrowed one,. 
in care of his friend Martin. 

Nobody tried to stop him when he 
jeft. He made his way to the Tennes- 
see River, where he took a t and 
went down the Tennessee and Ohio 
rivers to the Mississippi, 
boarded’ a train for the Pacific Coast, 
going to the State of Washington. 

He worked in logging camps there for 
several years, then went to Oregon. At 
Salem, Or., he was arersted and kept 
in jail: for more than two years with- 
out ever having a trial or being told 
what he was in for. He was released 
before last Christmas and went back 
to Washington, where he worked till 
he got enough money to pay his way 
to California. He took a t from 
Seattie to San Francisco, leaving there 
immediately by the Southern Pacific 
for Los Angeles. Arriving here Tues- 
day evening, he decided to give himself 
up to the Sheriff and did so at the 
earliest opportunity. 

The part of Walters’s story that 
seems gauzy and made the Sheriff 
think he was crazy, was the statement 
that he was kept in jail for two years 
at Salem, Or., without a trial. The 
rest of his story seems plausible. He 
has a scar over his left eye, where 
he alleges Maddox struck him with a 
whisky bottle. He says Maddox was 
almost a stranger to him. He had seen 
him once or twice before, but was not 
him, there was

whether he killed Maddox or not, He} thle 


left himwlying in the road badly 
wounded, but he never heard whether 
he died. . 

When asked why he surrendered him- 
self after all these years, Walters said 
he always felt uneasy, thinking his 


lage might be discovered, and 


be taken back to Alabama and thus 
lose whatever property he might suc- 
ceed ihn accumulating here in the west. 
At last he came to the conclusion that 
the best thing for him to do was to go 
back and face the courts, feeling as- 
sured that he would be acquitted on 


the grounds of self-defense, and thus be 


at liberty to go where he pleased with- 
out the fear of arrest always hanging 
over his head. 

Walters insists that his story about 
his long imprisonment at Salem, Ore., 
without cause, is true. 


Sarmense in the Tolils. 


Joseph Sarmense, a chronic vagrant 
of the French “mac” type, is again in 
the toils. Sarmense has been arrested 
on various occasions for vagrancy, and 
his trials in the Police Court have been 
causes celibre on account of the legal 
battles fought over them. Sarmense 
has managed to keep out of trouble of 
late, but Officers Harris and Hender- 
son of the Chinatown and tenderloin 
beats, came to the conclusion that it 
was about time to “vag” Joseph once 
more. Accordingly he was arraigned 
yesterday in the Police Court, and had 
his trial set for March. 11, when the 
old straw. about the right of the police 
to make vagrants of persons of. his 
class, will once more be thrashed over. 


Clothing Thieves Punished.’ 


Among the culprits who. received 
punishment at the hands of Acting Po- 
lice Judge Rossiter yesterday, were 
Jim Green and Thomas McDermott, 
clothing thieves, who got sixty and 
ninety days in the City Jail, respec- 
tively. .The police are making it un- 
comfortable for the hobos who hang 
ground the cheap clothing stores on 
Main and adjacent streets, for the pur- 
pose of snatching garments which. are 
usually “soaked” for drinks. Stealing 
coats and trousers at one second-hand 
Store to sell at another fs an old trick, 
but a good many of the persons who 
practice it get caught, and the chain- 
gang is their inevitable fate.

AT THE HIGH FIGURE. 
Big Consignment of O11 Sold at an 
Exeellent Price. ‘ 


The managers of the Los Angeles Oil 
Exchange are jubilant over a sale of oil 
made yesterday to the Arctic Oil Works 
of San Francisco. 

The entire cargo of the vessel Enoch 
Talbot, now moored at San Pedro, 
amounting to 7000 barrels of oil, was 
purchased yesterday by the Arctic 
Company’s manager, J. M. Knowles. It 
was announced in The Times of yester- 
day that Mr. Knowles was in the city 
for the purpose of making oil contracts, 
his concern having previously secured 
the right to handle the exchanges 
business in San Francisco. . 

It took Mr. Knowles very little time 
to bargain with the exchange people 
for the 7000 barrels of oi] now stored in 
the Enoch Talbot at San Pedro, and 
the price paid for the consignment was 
so satisfactory that the members of the 
exchange were indulging in smiles of 
content throughout the day. The sum 
received for the oil will net the pro- 
ducer 66 cents a barrel cash, at the 
wells. 

It will be remembered that when the 
exchange, a few weeks ago, organized 


50 cents a barrel, the opinion was freely 
expressed that the advance could not 


proved so successful that, in the short 
time since its formation, oil: has been 
placed: on the firmest footing it ever 
had in Los Angeles, 

The sale of 7000 barrels at 56 cents 
net, breaks the record of sales, and has 

convinced the doubting ones that oil 
has but just begun to climb. Conserva- 
tive producers are estimating that in 
less than sixty days, oil will be selling 
for $1 a barrel. The surplus of the 
product has-been almost entirely dis- 
posed of through the large sales of the 
past week, and the consequent compar- 
ative scarcity of the oily fluid will con- 
tribute to the anticipated advance.

Water Tunnel All Right — Wérry 
About No Rain. 
POMONA, Feb. 19.—(Regular Corre- 
spondynce.) So many foundationless 
rumors concerning the flow o* water 
from the Fleming & Becket water tun- 
nel (for the purchase of which the 
people in. the city. of Pomona voted 
bonds last November) have been float- 
ing about town for several weeks, that 
yesterday afternoon, City Engineer W. 
H. Sanders, in the presence of several 
responsible men in Pomona, again 
measured the flow from the tunnel. 
The process of measurement was care- 
fully and methodically made twice, be- 
tween 3 and 4 p.m., and the quantity 
of -water was found to be slightly over 

6 inches. One of the men computed 
the flow of water at 128% inches, but 
Mr. Sanders put it at 126 inches. The 
engineer states that the flow from all 
artesian wells and water tunnels in 

outhern California has decreased frcm 

to 40 per cent. in the past three 
months of the dryest winter weather 
this region has had in nineteen years, 
and that winter is usually the season 
of the year when the flow of all arte- 
sian wells and water tunnels in this 
region is lowest. The flow from the 
Fieming & Becket tunnel has dimin- 
ished from 160 to 126 inches since No- 
vember 1, but has not diminished since 
the measurement on February 2.
